Susan.  Put  a head  on  that  old  deadbeat.  If  neither  one  of  them 
fellows  are  elected.  I’ll  take  the  office  myself.  Upset  the  Inspector. 

Bus.  McGuffin  and  Fluke  upset  the  table.  McGuffin  one 

of  the  bushel  baskets  over  the  Inspector’s  head.  Fluke  places 
the  other  basket  over  Susan’s  head , who  is  striking  out  right  and 
left  icith  her  umbrella.  Horace  and  Useless  c each  each  other , 
and  roll  upon  the  floor.  McGuffin  has  fought  Susan  to  wing , 
and  now  returns  with  a dummy  figure,  on  which  is  a dress,  bonnet , 
etc.,  the  dummy  is  attached  to  a rope.  Fluke  and  McGuffin  run 
about  stags  with  it;  pick  it  up  and  throw  it  at  the  Inspector,  as 
he  takes  the  basket  from  his  head,  the  blow  knocks  him  over.  Gen- 
eral melee  and  confusion.
